KILL OR BE KILLED? 


100 KILLED—Yesterday, ahout 
100 persons were killed by traf- 
fic accidents, approximately 100 
more will meet death hy autos 
tomorrow, and each day during 
1947 an average of 100 people 
will come to tragic death as a 
result of traffic unsafety in these 
United States. Statistics show that 
more than 1,000,000 people were 
injured last: year in automobile 
accidents, ‘and that about 33,500 
were killed. Present figures in- 
dicate that nearly 35,000 to 40, 
000 deaths, and 1,000,000 to 1,500, 
000 injuries will occur in 1947 as 
a result of traffic accidents in the 
U. S. Is it any wonder that insur- 
ance rates have gone up? 

IN’ UPLAND—For the first 
part of 1947 up to August 15th, 
6 persons were killed and 49 “in- 
jured in a total of 93 traffie acci- 
dents. This compares to the fig- 
ures for the same period of last 
year of 3 killed and 15 injured in 
a total of 85 traffic accidents.

other words, the city, county, and 
state governments are making 
every effort to provide the best 
possible official programs. This 
leaves us with the most important 
part of traffic safety, or unsafety 
-——the individual. 

UPLAND DRIVERS—General- 
ly speaking, Upland in the past has 
been compared in this state as 
a safe driver city. The difficulty 
with such a‘nomination is the re- 
sultant lethargic and complacent 
carelessness that may set in. Al- 
ready this year, Upland has had 
226% more traffic injuries than 
for the same period of last year, 
and 100% more deaths.. Every Up- 
land resident reading this article 
who drives a car, or who walks 
across the streets, can recall a 
“close one.” Each can remember 
how, but for the grace of God, he 
or she narrowly escaped injury or 
death either as a result of his own 
or another person’s act. It has 
been proven that of these acci- 
dents which did occur, somewhere 
in the cause was the element of 
human carelessness, thoughtless- 
ness, or discourtesy. In almost 
every one of the 93 accidents 
which occured in Upland so far 
this year, it can be shown that 
driver carelessness or pedestrian 
thoughtlessness entered into the 
picture. 

SAFETY EXPERTS—Practical- 
ly all of the traffic safety engin- 
eers and safety experts will testi- 
fy that the majority of accidents 
are caused by people who do not 
maintain constantly the proper 
safety attitude nor the courteous

Britain Given ‘Breather’ In New 


Loan Agreement, 


WASHINGTON. (/) — Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snyder de- 
clared emphatically today no 
agreement violating any terms of 
the British loan agreement was 
made at U.S.-British economic 
conferences last week. 

Thumping his cGesk and raising 
his voice, Snyder told a news con- 
ference repeatedly: 

“We didn’t make any kind of 
agreement, informal, implied, gen- 
tlemen’s or otherwise, that would 
violate the loan agreement.” 

The treasury secretary describ- 
ed as “a breathing spell’ the per- 
mission. given Britain during the 
talks to suspend a loan agree- 
ment clause requiring that Britain 
pay current ‘trade debts to other 
countries in dollars instead of 
pounds,

The choice he faces—-that of 
accepting $4,000 or more in bon- 
us. money in exchange for his 
signature on contracts being 
proffered by a half-dozen major 
league, baseball clubs—-wouldn't 
look difficult to most of us. 

But the way Bill looks at it, 
it is. He faces the dilemma of a 
young man who wants a college 
education, and at the same time, 
has to cash in on his athletic 
abilities in the next few years, 
if ever. 

It’s attractive bait they’re 
dangling before the eyes of the 
youthful Chaffey Tiger and Up- 
land Merchant outfielder. 

A telegram signed by Carl 
Hubbell, chief of the New York 
Giants farm system, proffers 
Bill a $4,000. bonus for a speci- 
men of his penmanship on a 
Triple A baseball contract. The 
Brooklyn Dodgers will do as 
well, perhaps better. And the 


Detroit Tigers and Boston Red 
Sox-are due for a hearing. 

But for the personable, modest 
slugger and his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold Wolfe, 918 North 
Palm avenue, Ontario, the 
choice isn’t as simple at all. 

Bill wants to go to college, 
and undeniably has the intellec- 
tual equipment for such train- 
ing. He’d like to take a six-year 
course: in business administra- 
tion.

Eight yéars ago on the first day of September, 1939, 
the war of words between Hitler and the diplomats of Po- 
land, Efgland and France came to an end and the war of 
guns began. 

Almost up to the last moment there was a widespread 
feeling that in spite of the verbal thunder echoing from one 
European capital to another, armed conflict would be avoid- 
ed. Hitler, it was pointed out, did not have the resources 
to fight a war. He was bluffing. He would go the limit 
short of war to get what he wanted. But he didn’t want 
war. 

Well, all those contentions seemed logical then. The 
only trouble was that they didn’t pan out. Undoubtedly, 
Hitler would have preferred to get what he wanted without 
‘a Hight at that time. It would have given him additional 
time to build up his military power. But when he saw 
that the game of bluff could be carried no farther he hurl- 
ed his legions against Poland and then took to the recto 
to defy the world. 

If the world then could have foreseen the events that 
were soon to follow it would have been even more gravely 
concerned with the attack on Poland than it was. Within 
10 months after the first shot was fired Hitler prepared for 
~a desperate last-ditch defense. 

Hitler thus came fearfully close to victory—but not close 
enough. In July, 1940, it appeared that he couldn't lose. 
~-Three years later it was apparent he couldn't win. 

Now, eight years after his troops started their attack on 
Poland, Germany lies in ruins and the people who followed 
ith blindly seek to eke out a livelihood. They will not soon 
forget September 1, 1939. 

Neither will the rest of the world.

Here is a league that calls it- 
self “major league” and yet the 
president, Doug Smythe, of San 
Berdov, doesn’t even know, for in- 
stance, the first name of the 
manager for Etiwanda’s Regina 
team. Does this major league 
have an Official scorekeeper and 
statistician? It does not! Does 
this league have umpires that 
look, act and umpire the gafie 
correctly? Hundreds of people 
think they are terrible (me includ- 
ed) and don't hesitate to say so, 
either. Does this league have 
what might be called any stabil- 
ized plan for rules, regulations, 
and future plans for improve- 
ment? If it does, they are evi- 
dently keeping them as a deep, 
dark secret. This league, sup- 
posed to be equal of the best in 
Southern California, doesn’t have 
any public relations or publicity 
man, so the only way you ever 
find out anything, you have to 
pry and dig—ask, ask, ask play- 
ers, managers, officials, bat-boys 
and ticket-takers. 

This tirade isn’t against the 
players or about the quality of 
the swell games they play, but 
is aimed directly and solely at the 
owners, managers, and league “of-

ficials’. That’s where the blame 
belongs and if something isn’t 
done to correct the situation 


crowds of even smaller propor- 
tions will be the order of the day 
in 1948. 

To go a little deeper into the 
subject, we admit that we don’t 
know if the league officials re- 
ceive any §$ $ $ or the position is 
purely “honorary” and they receive 
only a pat on the back. If they 
don’t receive any grecnbacks, 
that’s wrong too, as it takes 
time, patiénce and the wisdom of 
a Solomon to run the league ef- 
fectively. Why not take, say two 
“percent of the gateréceiptS and 
have it as a fund for the brass- 
hats? Hire, steal, beg or borrow 
the best men possible for these 
all-important jobs. Do the same 
thing in signing up the umps. In- 
cidentally, because a person was 
once a great player doesn’t mean 
he'll be a success in calling balls 
and strikes, as in the case of Lefty 
Watson and Frank Fiscalini, and 
Jesse Mortensen. 

Thousands of fans in the Amer- 
ican league hope the owners of 
the league will step in and smooth 
things out and correct the weak- 
nesses. If they don’t, fans will 
spend their half-dollars for base- 
ball of the local variety or stay 
home. 

This isn’t only my opinion, but 
as Neil McDermott, owner of the 
San Berdoo Prop Room team 
said: ‘If we don’t change things, 
the American league will be the 
losers,” McDermott, one fine 
sportsman, win or lose, also ex- 
pressed himself about the hit-and- 
miss league officials, and gave

THE PAYOFF. 


WASHINGTON .(#) -— The 
government starts cashing ter- 
minal pay bonds Monday, Sept. 1. 

Some 8,900,000 bonds worth 
about $1,800,000,900 already have 
been issued and _ 5,000,000-odd 
more veterans still are eligible to 
apply. They have one year and one 
week to do so. 

Estimates of the number who 
will turn their’ bonds into immed- 
iate cash range upward from 50 
per cent. 

In passing the original terminal 
pay act last year Congress de- 
creed that the bonds could not be 
cashed until five years after date 
of discharge. 

In the closing week of the last 
session, however, the lawmakers 
relented and set September 1 as 
the date ex-GI’s and former offi- 
cers can start turning their pay 
for unused furlough time into fold- 
ing money. 

President Truman signed the 
bill a month ago but declared: 

*“T wish.to emphasize strongly 
that it is to the veterans’ best in- 
terest that they keep their bonds 
if they do not absolutely need to 
cash them now.’ 

The GI newspaper, the Army 
Times, estimatéd on the basi’ ofa 
recent. survey that fewer than one 
per cent will “squander” their 
bond’ cash for vacation or other 
non-essential purposes.
